standing success may not be the happiest way of expressing the truth ; but — 
at any rate we cannot fail to recognise the goodness of God in answering the .

Christ. We trust that the accounts of the Exhibition and Campaign given 
in this issue may prove of special interest to those who thus “ helped to- 


gether by prayer ” behind the scenes. In this Editorial we offer some thoughts 
in retrospect. 

The Evangelistic Campaign, which continued throughout the whole of 
the month, demonstrated in a convincing manner the power of the Gospel 
not only to draw great multitudes together day after day, but also to grip 
their interest and to meet their needs. There are not wanting those 
who would try to persuade us that, as far as this country is concerned, 
religion is played out, the Gospel has had its day, the Church is bankrupt. 
Had such pessimistic prophets visited the Central Hall during September 
they would have been obliged to revise their opinion. The Campaign showed, 
as an article in The Christian for September 14th expressed "it, “ that a 
glorious future is dawning for churches that have inherited the Evangelical 
tradition—churches that are ready in the spirit of Wesley, Spurgeon, and 
Booth to adopt new ways of getting the Gospel over to those who stand aloof 
from what they are pleased to call * organised religion,’ and to deliver the 
message of salvation in a terminology understood by a generation utterly 
ee of religious phrases beloved of our fathers.” 


HE numbers attending the services were wonderfully good. In par- 
ticular it was immensely cheering to see so many young people present 
night after night. Seldom was the Great Hall not comfortably full. 
On several occasions it was full to capacity—and that meant a congregation 
of close on 3,000. On the last two Saturday nights overflow services were 
held in both Westminster Chapel and Westminster Abbey, with an aggregate 
congregation estimated at 7,500. And here we must acknowledge the 


this purpose. It was an act particularly appreciated by members of the Free 
Churches, many of whom thrilled to the experience of attending an evan- 
gelistic service within the nation’s historic shrine. Such practical deeds of 
charity on the patt of church leaders do more to promote the cause of 
Christian unity than any number of conferences and resolutions. 


From ‘the point of view of numbers, the only disappointment was that a 
larger proportion of the real-“ outsiders ” was not reached. This is the peren- 
nial problem in modern evangelism. Nevertheless, in the course of the month

WORD must be added about the Exhibition. This presented a most im- 
pressive spectacle—something unique in Evangelical enterprise. It was 
wonderful to witness in this concrete fashion the vast amount of work 

being done by the different agencies represented (187 in all) to evangelize 
the nations, to distribute the Scriptures, to care for the children, to win young 


people, to train students, and in a score of ways to extend the kingdom of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 


The only sad impression that may have been created in the mind of the 
visitor was due to the overlapping which appears to exist between many 
of the societies. This is a delicate subject but one which quite obviously 
calls for serious and prayerful consideration. If the Exhibition made clear 
that Evangelicals cannot be accused of any lack of energy and enterprise 
in prosecuting their mission in the world, it did also reveal the need for a 
closer unity among them in Christian work, in the interests alike of economy 


and efficiency: There would appear to be an)\unnecessary multiplicity of 


societies and organisations working on almost identical lines. The fact that 
they were able to participate together in the Exhibition is indicative of the 
fact that unity of spirit already exists between them. The next logical step 
would appear to be, in many cases, organic union. And the time is oppor- 
tune for this, for in these days of economic stress many of the smaller 
‘ societies in particular are experiencing financial strain. 

It may well be that one outcome of the Exhibition will be the amal- 
gamation of some of these Christian bodies, or at any rate a closer liason 


between them. The result would surely be greatly for the glory of God and — 


‘the good of His Church. And the Evangelical Alliance would be happy 
indeed to have some share in such an issue, for the cause of Christian unity 
has always been one of its most active concerns. 


And now, what of the future ? The Council of the Alliance is prayer- 
fully waiting upon God for His guidance as tovall further developments. 
The next immediate project is the Albert Hall Rally on December 8th, and 
following closely on that will be the Universal Week of Prayer from January 


6th to 13th, 1952. We ask our readers to pray that the Alliance may continue _ 


to give a bold lead in united evangelism, and to rally the Evangelical forces 
in this country in deepening loyalty to the one Lord, the one Faith, and the 
oné Church.

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SPIRIT AND THE CHURCH 


An Exposition of I Corinthians xii. 1-13 


AN ADDRESS GIVEN BY THE REV. J. R. W--STOTT, M.A., 


‘AT THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE, WOUDSCHOTEN, 
ON SUNDAY, 5TH AUGusT, 1951 


HE Holy Spirit and the Church are 

often associated in the pages of 

Scripture. For instance, when we 
reach the end of the Bible we find the 
great and lovely expression, “* The 
Spirit and the Bride say, Come ”’ (Rev. 
xxii. 17). What is the relationship 
between the Spirit and the Church ? 
What does the Church owe to the Holy 
Spirit ? How does the Holy Spirit equip 
the Church for service ? These are some 
of the questions we must seek to 
answer. 

We turn naturally to the First Epistle 
to the Corinthians, and that for two 
reasons. (1) Because externally the 
little Christian community in Corinth 
was seeking to worship and to witness to 
Jesus Christ in the midst of a ‘pagan 
world, and the circumstances of that 
Corinthian church are similar to circum- 
stances in which many of our churches 


in the world to-day are seeking to’ 


witness and to worship. (2) Because in- 
ternally the church of Corinth was torn 
asunder by rivalries and factions, such 
_as, alas ! threaten to disturb the fellow- 
ship even of evangelicals, although it is 
disgraceful to admit it. 


In chapter xii the Apostle Paul is 


inspired by the Holy Spirit to speak of 
the basis of the Christian brotherhood. 
He calls his readers “* brothers ’’ in the 
first verse, and goes on in chapter xiii 


to urge on them the necessity of brother- 


ly love. It is the Holy Spirit who creates 
the Christian brotherhood, and what 
the Church owes to the Holy Spirit may 
be formulated (from chapter xii) in, 
\ three Propositions.

1. We have all been illumined by one 


1. We have all been illumined by one 
Spirit to confess Christ as Lord 
(verses 1-3). 

2. We have all been endowed by one 
Spirit with different gifts (verses 
4-11) 

3. We have all been baptized by one 
Spirit into one Body (verses 12-13). 


Spirit to confess Christ as Lord 
(1-3). 

The Apostle begins by reminding his 
readers that it is not long since they 
were heathen idolaters. They have now | 
become Christians. He summarizes 
their Christian profession in the three 
great words “ Jesus is Lord.”’ This is 
perhaps the earliest credal sta t in 
the New Testament. It is a very sig- 
nificant declaration, especially on the 
lips of Christians living in pagan cities. 
It must have reminded the Corinthian 
Christians of the dreaded words 

Caesar-is Lord.” Indeed, no doubt 
some of them had been ordered to 
sprinkle incense on the fire burning 
before a bust of the Emperor and to say 
the words “ Caesar is Lord”’ and soto . 
deny their faith in Christ. Thése three 
words were a very good test of their 
Christianity, and they still are. They 
are much more pregnant words than 
would first appear. 


Jesus is Lord” 


These three simple words “ Jesus is 
Lord”’ involve two great statements. 
() They are an expression of doctrinal — 
belief. »They involve the belief : that 
Jesus is! the Lord, the supreme Lord of 
the Universe and of the Church. They 
are a declaration of Christian belief in — 
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the unique supremacy of Jesus Christ, 
and in His absolute and essential 
divinity. Further, the Apostle Paul does 
not say “ Christ is Lord.” He is inspired 
by the Holy Spirit to use His human 
name and say “ Jesus is Lord.” The 
person’ who is the Lord is none other 
than Jesus of Nazareth. This phrase 
then is a simple summary of belief in 
the person of Jesus Christ—very God 
and very Man. (cf. I John ii. 22; iv. 
2-3; v. 1; If John 7). 

(ii) They are an expression of per- 
sonal faith. To say “ Jesus is Lord” 
implies not only “ Jesus is the Lord” 
but “ Jesus is my Lord.”’ Intellectual 


belief in the lordship of Christ is in-* ’ 


sufficient. It is necessary to surrender to 
the lordship of Christ. We need to fall 
on our knees and say with Saul of 
Tarsus, “‘ Lord, what wilt Thou have 
me to do ?”’ and with Thomas, “ My 
Lord, and my God.”’ 

Here then in this simple statement 
there is an intellectual conviction about 
Jesus leading to a personal committal 
to Jesus. Moreover, if we ourselves 
have said “* Jesus is Lord,”’ it is the Holy 
Spirit who has led us to do so. We have 
all been illumined by one Spirit to con- 
fess Jesus as Lord. In no other way cana 
man or woman confess the lordship of 
_ Christ. The Holy Spirit does not usurp 
the lordship. He accords it to Jesus 
Christ. It is the purpose of God that in 
all things Christ should have the pre- 


eminence (Col. i. 18). The Holy Spirit . 


delights to glorify Jesus to the Church 
' (John xvi. 13) and to testify to Him 
- before the world (John xv. 26-27). 
Hence the Apostle says it is impossible 
to curse Christ under the Holy Spirit’s 
illumination, and it is impossible to 
bless Christ without the Holy Spirit’s 
illumination. 
2. We have all been endowed by one 
- Spirit with different gifts (4-11). 
“‘\There are. varieties of gifts, but the 
same. Spirit.” The very same Spirit 
who has illumined our minds to 


confess Christ as Lord is the Spitit who 


has endowed us with different gifts. 


We need to be clear as to what we have 
in common and what we do not possess 
in common. We have in common the 
same Spirit. We have not in common 
spiritual gifts, Christian unity is nota 
lifeless, colourless uniformity. We must 
recognize that we have different gifts, 
although we have the same Spirit. We 
have received an identical illumination 
by the Spirit (1-3) but a different mani- 
festation of the Spirit (7). We all share 
in the gift of the Spirit (Acts ii. 38), 
but we do not all share in the same 
gifts of the Spirit. The gift of the 
Spirit is bestowed by the ascended 
Christ on the whole Church, and all 
Christians share in Him. The gifts of 
the Spirit are distributed by the Spirit 
Himself as He wills (11).

The Fellowship of the Spirit 


The Holy Spirit is the basis of our 
fellowship. The Christian-Church is a 


fellowship of the Spirit, and it is He 


who makes us one. It is our common 
participation im Him which unites us. 
We may have nothing else in common 
—age, language, social or educational 
levels—but it matters nothing because 
we have the Holy Spirit in common, 
and it is He who unites us. There is 
ore Spirit, and- therefore one Body 
(Eph. iv. 3-4). It is the ‘one Spirit who 
creates the one Body. The unity of the 
Church to us is a goal to be achieved. 
The unity of the Church to the Apostles 
was a fact to be maintained. This is 
because when we speak of the unity of 


_ the Church we are often thinking of the 
outward organisational unity, whereas 


the Apostle Paul was referring to its 
inward spiritual unity. The Body of 
Christ cannot be torn dsunder. The 
Body of Christ is the invisible, indivisible 
unity of the Holy Spirit. ‘ 

- Where then is the Church? Wha 
constitutes membership of the Church ? 
It is not one particular form of Church 
government which matters vitally. It 
is not one particular view of the 
sacraments which matters vitally. It is 


“Where the Spirit is, there is the 
Church.”” We dare not unchurch what 
God has churched. This was the test 
applied by Peter in the case of Cornelius 
and his companions (Acts x. 44-48 ; 
xi. 15-18; xv. 6-11). If God had 
accepted them by giving them the 
Holy Spirit, who was Peter to reject 
them? We cannot unchurch any 
community in which Jesus Christ is 
confessed as Lord and the Holy Spirit 
is manifestly at work. 


Practical Applications 

The rest of Chapter xii is an elabora- 
tion of these three facts : 

1. There is one Spirit ; 

2. There are many gifts ;

The Apostle gives two practical |

In the first place he pictures the 
Christian who in excessive humility 
despises his own gifts and says, “I do 
not belong to the Body ” (14-20).

According to Religious News Service 
(New York) demands for greater recog- 
nition of Christians have been submitted 
to the Chief Minister of the Punjab by 
the All-Pakistan Christian League. 
Among the demands are the following : 

That Pakistani Christians be recog- 
nized as a distinct religious community 
and not described as non-Mosiems ”’ 
or “ others ’’ in legislative and admin- 
istrative matters pertaining to them. 

That Christians be granted in actual 
practice full rights as Pakistani citizens 
—especially in the matter of buying and 
selling property. 

That Christians in Pakistan be entitled 
to share, in proportion to their popu- 
lation, government agricultural and 
industrial benefits. 

That more liberal arrangements 7” 
made for the admission of Christians 
into Pakistan educational institutions. 

That the governfhent prohibit the 
distribution of any books containing 
“* passages sacrilegious from the 
Christian point of view or otherwise 
prejudicial or defamatory to the 
Christian minority as such.” 

That. one hour every Sunday be 
allowed to the Christian community by 
the Pakistan Radio to explain its 
religious and cultural point of view on 
various human problems. 

That Christians be exempt from 
national participation in Moslem re- 
festivals and Holidays.

There are only a few more 
than 100 evangelical missionaries in

Refugees 

The following definition of a “ Refu- 
gee”’ appears in “ Europe’s Home- 
less”’: A “refugee” is a freedom- 
loving person who flees for protection 
to a foreign land other than his own 
because of political or religious perse- 
cution. He may also be an individual 
who either escapes from or flees before 
an invading or retreating army. In any 


case he has been made homeless by | 


forces outside his own control. 

It may seem almost incomprehensible 
to many Christians that there are more 
than seventy-seven million homeless 
refugees existing on this troubled globe 
at the present time. This stark statistic 
actually means that at least three out of

- South Africa in recent years is the 


greatest problem Christian missionaries 
face in that area. Christians in Cape- 


town are face-to-face with a religion 


which is not only non-Christian but 
anti-Christian, and so numerically 
strong that in Central Capetown, for 
instance, it numbers two out’ of every 
five people. Every one of them is a sworn 


\ 


missionary of the Moslem faith, for all 
good Moslems have at heart the estab- 
lishment of Islam in every country of the 
world. Trained Moslem missionaries 
are agriving regularly from other lands 
including even a British Moslem mission- 
ary from Woking. They find fertile soil 
of course, among those with Oriental 
blood in their veins, such as the Cape 
Malays and Indians, but other 
“Coloured” are also being 
attracted by Islam, and some attempt 
is being made to convert Africans. 
Many Christian children come under 
Moslem influence in the schools. In 
one school there are two Christian 
teachers, and the Moslems collect 
funds from the Christians, saying ‘“* We 
teach your children." Whatever Christ- 
ian teaching is given during the short 
period of Scripture, these children 
spend the day under Moslem influence, 
and friendships are formed that may 
well lead to Moslem marriage later. In 
hospitals and factories, Moslems and 
Christians work side by side and there 
are frequent discussions as to the merits 
of the two religions. Many of the sub- 
urban districts have now a large Mos- 
lem population and inter-marriage is 
frequent. New mosques spring up in 
all new districts. / (Overseas News).

BOOK REVIEWS 


THE PRACTICE OF EVANGELISM, 
By Bryan GREEN (Hodder & Stoughton, 


10/6). 
This ti and valuable book is the 


substance of a series of lectures given at 


St. Paul’s Cathedral, Melbourne, in 1951. 
To quote the Archbishop : “ For six days 
they crowded the Cathedral for an hour 
each day to listen with undivided attention 


‘to the lecturer ’’ ; and he goes on to speak 


of “ the impression conveyed by a speaker 
whose dynamic personality was reinforced 
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by the confidence gained by a quarter of a 
century’s fruitful testing of the principles 
and the methods of practical evangelism.” 

Canon Bryan Green does indeed 
speak from his own very real and remark- 
able experience as an evangelist whom God 
has used for many years. And the book is 
timely ; for today the menace of Com- 
munism—another Gospel which is not 
another—needs to be met with that which 
is indeed the power of God unto salvation 
to everyone that believeth.
